GUAM. June 18 (/P) — Four of Japiin'-'i stnnJIer wiir indua- 
trial citiea were set afire today in predawn raids by 150 Snpcr- 
fortresses which caught tlie enemy by aiirjiri.se but met 
extremely accurate anti-aircriift gunfire over one target. 

The cities hit, each of less than 200,000 population, \v 
Kagoahima and Omuta on Kyuahii island and Ilam.amatiu 
and Yokkaichi on Honshu island. Uesulta at all four were de- 
scribed as excellent. 



Japanese comniuniqucs, say- 
ing the raids lasted from one 
to more than five hours, 
claimed fires started in Ham- 
amalsu and Yokkaichi were 
brought under control nearly 
four hours after the bombers 
left and those on Omuta and 
Kagoshima were "mostly ex- 
tinguished" a little more thnn 
an hour after the all-clear 
signal.

Chinese is reputed to be a cumbersome, dif- 
ficult InnguaBc. As spoken, It, depends in many 
Instances on Inflection r.itlier tlmn .sound, 
Willi a risliiK or fnliinK of (he voice tslvlng 
dltJcrcnt mt.anlnE to whnl wc should call tlic 
same word. In lis written form, however, it 
Is considerably less flexible. 

TliD Cliliicse, ot CQiin:e. do not have nn al- 
phabet. Each wrKteii ch:irai:lcr ii) Dielr J(in- 
gimge represents a whole word, and Chinese 
Echolarshlp is niuasurcd to n oon.slcieraljle ex- 
tent by the number of characters that a per- 
son knows. 

Chinese scholarship thcretorc becomes 
qiillo a job. And In coiisetiuencc, Chinese 
has never been one or the world languages 
like French or English or German. Few citi- 
zens have bothered to learn It unless they 
meant to live in China. 

Chinese had never been a diplomatic lan- 
guage, cither, iinlll a lew weeks ago, when it 
was made one of the official UNCIO lan- 
guages at San Francisco. Tills presented the 
Chinese delegation with new problems and, 
it seems to us, an enviable opportunity. 

For centuries China's millions found that 
their language served their purposes 
tnough it did not contain the protcssionai vo- 
cabulary ot International diplomacy. When 
such a vocabulary was needed to conduct 
China's business, her statesmen expressed 
themselves In a foreign tongue. 

But now China's delegates have found it 
necessary to create a thousand new words so 
that the UNCIO documents may be printed in 
Chinese. They have had to devise new word 
characters and cast new type for them. 

Thus something tangibly new has come into 
the world to expre.'is for the Chlner-e the new 
efforts being made In San Francisco. To them 
these thousand characters will henceforth be 
associated with the troubled but courageous 
beginnings of an international force to in- 
fiure peace on earth. 

It seems a pity that the rest of the United 
Nations cotild not have been so fortunate as 
to enrich their everyday .speech with a thou- 
sand bright symbols of peace, each carrying 
a clear meanins never bclore expressed. 

Instead they have had to translate common 
general Ideas Into 40 or more languages. And 
that has been the root of trouble and misun- 
derstanding, a;: It was at Yalta. 

So the other nations will probably continue 
to haggle over the conflicting connotations 
of one translation against another. Mean- 
while the Chinese will have erected to the 
epochal work at San Francisco the living and 
enduring monument of new words.

'CODDLING' VINDICATED 
Our 50-callcd "coddling" of German 
prisoners has saved the lives ot many Ameri- 
can prisoners in Germany, the International 
Red Ciosa reveals. 

A Swiss Red Cross otrici^l has stated that 
when Hitler ordered the execution of Ameri- 
can and British aviators last March, his olfi- 
cers disobeyed him because they icnew that 
both allied countries had lived up to the Gen- 
eva convention covering treatment of pris- 
oners of war. Thus 99 per cent ot American 
prisoners survived Hitler's Intended ven- 
geance. 

This does not condone the Germans' un- 
£peakable treatment of political, as distinct 
from military, prisoners. There wa.-i no Ge- 
neva convention lor Dachau and Buchenwaid 
and Maldanek. But It does vindicate the hu- 
mano treatment ot prisoners. In accordance 
with an honorable pledge, which apparently 
appealed to the remaining vestige ot di 
In the German army.
